In company with a party of 
seven, consisting of Messrs. Bovard, 
Bodkin, Buell, Richardson, Reed, Wy- 
bell and Eaton, they left Pasadena on 
W ednesday morning and passed th e 
night with that prince of good fellows, 
Mr. N. C. Carter, of Carterhia. The next 
day they were up bright and early, aud, 
after a pleasant journey, found them ­ 
selves at their objective point early in 
the afternoon.

a 4-inch lens telescope of Mr. Clark’a 
manufacture which they had borrowed 
from the Raymond, and with this dnring 
the clear still night they surveyed the 
starry firmanent, the principal observa­ 
tions being devoted to the nebula:, Orion 
and trapezium. 
Nothing could have 
been finer, they declare, as the atmos­ 
phere was perfectly pure and free from 
moisture, and it was unanimously de­ 
cided by all in the expedition that a 
better lecation for the gigantic telescope 
could not be found in Southern Califor­ 
nia. The journey home was made on 
Thursday, and yesterday was devoted to 
a conference between Mr. Clark and the 
President of the Board. 
I t was not ab ­ 
solutely settled that the lens should be 
ordered, but Mr. Clark told a H erald 
m an that there is little doubt that the 
deal will be made. When questioned as to 
the cost of the telescope he said it would 
entail an expenditure of from $110,000 to 
$115,000, one-half of which would be re­ 
quired for the 39’o-inch lens. Then 
there would be the obaervatory, costing 
about $60,000, and bringing the total up 
to about $200,000. 
“ But you ought to 
expend half a million dollars th ere,” 
said Mr. Clark, “ for you want a 24-inch 
lens for photographic purposes, and 
there are also numbers of other instru­ 
m ents that should be furnished to make 
the place an absolute success.” 
Mr. Clark will remain in the city until 
Tuesday next, and Mr. PickeriDg will 
probably be here for two or three weeks, 
as he is very much interested in the 
photographic lens, and is anxious to have 
it put up before the big telescope if 
possible. 
The H e b a l d scribe again 
asked Mr. Clark if he would say from 
w hat foreign government he had received 
the application for a 40-inch lens. 
' I t was only a prelim inary request on 
the m atter,” was the response, “ and I 
cannot

E d itors H erald —In your issue of Jan- 
nary 17th is sn editorial entitled “The 
Democratic Future,” and in that of the 
23d inst. another entitled “ Who Was 
Responsible?” Both have been the sub­ 
ject of comment among Democrats. 
Belying upon the fairness of the H e r ­ 
a ld ! desire to say a few words in^friendly 
criticism of the views expressed in these 
outgivings of a Democratic newspaper— 
Tiews with which, I venture to think, a 
large number of Democrats emphatically 
disagree. 
In the first editorial mentioned you 
say th at in 1876 there was a strong lean­ 
ing towards “ free trade” in the platform 
on which Mr. Tilden was nominated, 
b ut that Mr. Tilden carefully refrained 
from commenting upon this feature, and 
th a t his election was largely due to the 
fact that he did so refrain. 
This statem ent, it seems to me, is re­ 
markably errooeous in every particular. 
I deny that there was any leaning to­ 
wards “ free trade” in th at platform or 
any other Democratic platform. If I am 
not m uch mistaken the platform of 1876 
in effect declared simply the old Demo­ 
cratic doctrine that no more taxes should 
be collected by the Government through 
the tariff laws than were required for the 
uses of an honestly and economically ad­ 
ministered governm ent, and that such a 
tariff law would incidentally afford all 
th e protection required by any legitimate 
“ infant industry.” 
I am also unable to see how M.\ Tilden 
can be said to have failed to approve this 
plank, when he certainly endorsed the 
whole platform and was elected dpon it. 
In the same article you say that Mr. 
B andall — a professed Protectionist—is 
supposed to have written the tariff plank 
in the platform of 1884, upon which Mr. 
Cleveland was elected, and you broadly 
insinuate, at least, th at Cleveland’s recent 
defeat was in a measure due to the fact 
that Mr. Watterson got in his work in 
fine style on the tariff plank of 1888. Is 
it not a fact th at the tariff plank of 1888 
was a substantial re-enactment of that of 
1884, except that it declared that the 
meaning of it had been poorly illustrated 
and defined by the President’s tariff mes­ 
sage and the Mills bill, and neither of 
which can be said to have contained any­ 
thing new or startling to Democrats, but 
on the contrary breathe in every line and 
word the spirit of the best days of the 
party, and recall the glorious era of 
Robert J. W alker and the tariff of 1846. 
In the second editorial mentioned you 
quote, in extenso, and with apparent ap­ 
proval, the recent rem arks of the New 
York World, a paper notoriously un­ 
friendly to the President, and which 
rem arks, if they mean anything, seem to 
charge tnat the Democratic defeat was 
due to the blunders of the President;

In the first 
place it hardly becomes the World to 
complain of any injury to the cause of 
civil service reform. 
And how Mr. 
rin ira lonH ininroH H h v hnnpst.lv «ndeav- 
oring to give'it effect "is difficult to per­ 
ceive. As to his having done the right 
thing at the wrong time, in pointing out 
to Congress the stupendous infamy of 
continuing to collect from people enjoy­ 
ing the blessings of profound peace the 
high taxes levied in time of war, and in 
calling on the representatives of the peo- 
Í 
le to right this wrong, the best answer 
I that in the last election more than 
100,000 majority of the people of the 
U nited States emphatically approved this 
act of the President by their ballots, and 
post-election developments from every 
quarter warrant the assertion that had it 
n o t been for the fat so freely fried from 
th e adipose tissue of the “ protected bar­ 
ons” by that honest statesman, Mr. M. F. 
Quay, assisted by the pious efforts 
of Colonel Dudley and “ Brother” Wan 
am aker, Mr. Cleveland would have been

In both editorials you inveigh against 
anything looking like an attem pt to read 
snch men as Samuel G. Randall out of 
the party. 
It seems to a good many 
Democrats that Mr. Randall saved the 
party that trouble and read him self out 
of it when he voted on every clause of a 
bill intended to protect the toiling many 
from the rapacity of the already gorged 
and surfeited few, made rich, beyond the 
dream s cf avarice, by a monstrous per­ 
version of all justice and a flagrant vio­ 
lation of the spirit and letter of the 
organic law in favor of the latter and 
against the former. And it might appear 
to some to be at least equally unwise to 
attem pt to read out of the party even 
■ ich an extremist as Henry W at erson, 
or the many thousands of good Demo­ 
crats who think that Mr. Randall’s Re­ 
publican constituency in Philadelphia 
would be equally well and more appro­ 
priately represented by a Republican. 
In conclusion, Mr. Editor, permit me to 
say th at no man should deceive himself 
by supposing it possible that in any 
political battle to come the great Demo­ 
cratic b o 3 t will be found occupying any 
less advanced position on the tariflf ques­ 
tion than that upon which they so 
g 
loriously and gallantly fought and all 
ut won the last campaign. 
The lines 
are drawn; henceforth it is the Dem­ 
ocracy for the people against the com­ 
bined cohorts of privilege, the trusts and 
the banded monopolists of the world. 
In the meantime, while preparing with 
elate confidence to m eet the conflicts of 
the future, we can at present comfort 
ourselves with old C ato : “ Causa victrix 
Deis placuit, sed victa Catont.”

THE COUNTY ROADS. 


There’s Plenty of Money in 
the Office, 


WE 
MUST 
GET 
IT 
OUT. 


W hat Investigation Discloses Be 
gardiug the W ork of the 
Koad Overseers. 


The H e r a l d ’s special Road Commis 
sioner has made a second tour oí in 
spection and investigation. 
He left the 
city by Central avenue and reached as 
far out as Green Meadows and took in 
New Main street and Vermont avenue 
after they become county roads. The 
minor roads crossing these three well- 
traveled highways were traversed and 
thoroughly inspected. The area covered 
embraced in part the Vernon, Florence 
and Centinela road districts; but the 
most particular attention and the greater 
area of work examined was in the 
Florence district. 
The road overseer of 
this district is R. W. Duncan. It will be 
remembered that Mr. Duncan expended 
$2,861.37 of the people’s money last 
year in road work. 
* Before giving in detail the condition of 
New Main street and Vermont avenue, 
the cross roads leading from the main 
thoroughfares may be bunched as a 
whole, as one is but a repetition of the 
others. They are all in exceedingly bad 
condition, except now and then one 
which is but little traveled and a natu­ 
ral 
road. 
None of 
them 
have 
been worked, at least not of late 
years, and the teams worry over them in 
wet weather and jolt over the ragged 
hubbies in the dry season. The cross 
road leading to Green Meadows is all 
but impassable when the rains fall, and 
when dried up is as rough and rugged as 
the famous rocky road to Dublin. South 
of the Ballona railroad track, east of 
Main street, the road is sadly out of 
repair and becomes an extensive 
muck 
hole 
with 
moisture. 
One 
of the ranchers who has considerable 
acreage in this locality said that he did 
not know of any work having been done 
on the roads in that section during the 
past three years. Four years ago, he 
said, some work had been done in his 
neighborhood, but not any since. The 
farmers about had thrown dried weeds, 
straw, etc., on the roads where bad 
places 
were, 
and 
the 
overseer 
had not even spread these dust- 
allayers about. 
“I 
have 
heard,” 
concluded the farmer, “ that some con­ 
siderable work had been done on the 
Main street road and in and about 
Florence. I also hear that considerable 
money was expended by the road over­ 
seer last year, but I have not kept track 
of it, nor have I seen any work done by 
which it could be spent.” 
The Vermont avenue road does not 
look as though any work had been done 
on it during the year past. After leav­ 
ing Vernon avenue the road grows worse 
and worse, until the higher or mesa 
lands are reached. 
The road was 
originally graded a hundred feet 
wide. 
For seven miles or more 
of its length are laid the unused rails of 
the dummy railroad. This is a hin­ 
drance, of course, in making a good road. 
It is also an excuse for not making one. 
The residents along the line say that the 
overseers “smooth up the road in places 
once in a while, and that is all.” At ail 
events the rails in the center of the high­ 
way leaves that portion to the weeds and 
grass, while on either side, for three or 
four miles, the road pitches down to the 
ditches and is as the laboring wain and 
the plodding hoofs of the horses 
lias left it. Then a miry spot is 
reached, and here the demands of travel, 
the washing rains and the fierce sun 
have left a stretch of road which in foul 
weather is simply impassable. From 
this point the road on the west side has 
been forsaken, and no plough or shovel of 
the roadmaster has disturbed its rugged 
surface for at least a twelvemonth. 
Still further the road on the ea*t 
side has been abandoned and for a 
mile or more, the farmers and teamsters 
have encroached upon the adjacent land 
and worn a road, which without grade or 
work, is far superior to the one which the 
road-overseer keeps in repair, or is sup­ 
posed to. 
Leaving this 
section 
of 
the 
Vermont 
avenue 
road, 
its continuance and condition is, 
as before stated, just as the passing 
wheelB have made it. One of the ranch­ 
ers on the line of the road, whose well- 
tilled acres betoken his thrift and char­ 
acter, was free to talk about the roads. 
He said: “ Little work is done on the 
roads hereabouts, and that, little is very 
illy and very extravagantly done. 
The roadmaster charges the very highest 
prices for teams and for labor and 
very little work is done by them in a day. 
The overseers seek the office for the 
money they can make out of it, and not 
with the intention of fairly earning it by 
making good roads. Why, I overheard 
one overseer say to another: ‘There’s 
plenty of money in the office, we must 
get it out.” 
That is the spirit 
that 
animates them 
as a rule. 
Plenty of money is 
appropriated 
for the road fund, quite enough to keep 
the roads in good repair; but it is extrav­ 
agantly expended and the roads, as aeon 
sequence, remain unfitted for travel.” 
LeaviDg Vermont avenue and taking a 
cross-road that was so hubby and rutted 
that a team cannot be driven over it 
faster than a walk, the H e r a l d ' s special 
commissioner entered the new Main street 
road. No road could be in a worse 
state than this is until within a half or 
mile or so of the railroad track. He had 
heard numerous complaints of its bad 
condition and of the almost impossibility 
of traveling over it with heavy teams in 
the wet weather, but was unprepared te 
find such a vile road. The grade for a 
number of miles is aloDg a flat 
of alkaline clay or black adobe. The 
east side of the road is a long length 
of high, hard ridges thrown up during 
the last rains by the heavily-laden 
teams. The west side of the road has 
been somewhat packed down, but is a 
succession of humps, ridges, chuck holes 
and ruts. A few miles from the boun­ 
dary line of the city there is a regular 
slough of despond for the teamster. For 
a mile pools of water lie on either side of 
the road awaiting a heavy fall of 
rain to convert the roadway into an ex­ 
panse of water. Not only is this road a 
disgrace to the county, but it is also a 
strikingexample of the wasteful expend­ 
iture of the road fund. Some time last 
year this road was worked aud 
thrown up at, naturally, great cost. 
From a lack of knowledge, prob­ 
ably, 
it 
was 
not 
thrown 
up 
high enough, or the culverts were too 
high and the ditches not deep enough. 
At any rate, when the work on the road 
was finished, with the first rains the 
water stood even with the top of the 
roadbed, rendering the newly worked 


road well nigh useless for public travel. 
The work muet all be done over again to 
make the road passable. 
Nowhere in this last inspection 
of the Herald’s commissioner, in 
over a day’s ride, did he find 
any evidence of any considerable ex­ 
penditure of money " on the highways, 
except in the case above mentioned. On 
Vermont avenue he came across one of 
the overseer’s men putting in a foot 
square culvert. He had his team, and 
at 3 o’clock in the day he had laid the 
culvert and had a load of straw and a 
load of dirt on it. On the Green 
Meadow road a team and scraper were 
Kt work throwing up the grade on the 
west side of Main. 
The makeshifts, or 
patches of straw were numerous all along 
the line. 
It is not always possible to precisely 
locate the boundary lines of a road over­ 
seer’s district, and if the H e r a ld com­ 
missioner tells of a road being in a cer­ 
tain overseer’s district, when it is in 
another’s, little harm will really be done, 
for as yet little difference has been found 
in the district visited eo far as the con­ 
dition of the roads are concerned. 
The following communication was re­ 
ceived late last evening after the above 
report was written, and is appended as 
an indication of the public interest taken 
in the road question: 
Los A n g e l e s, Jan. 25, 1889. 
E d ito rs H era ld—Thanking you for 
you zeal in the interests of the public in 
the matter of the public roads, I and 
many others would be grateful if your 
“road commissioner” would examine 
New Main street beyond the city limits 
and report on its miserable condition 
upon his own personal inspection. 1 
and others have resolved to beautify the 
streets around there with shade trees, 
but the county should do something to 
make the streets passable, which are 
now entirely impassable, especially the 
cross streets, on account of a deep mush 
of a ditch on New Main street. 


FROM THE CAPITAL. 
What the “ Herald” Iflau Secs at 
Sacramento* 
Special correspondence to the Hkrald.1 
S a c ra m en to, January 2 3 ,1889. 
The volume of business transacted by 
both Houses of the Legislature during 
the last three legislative days is declared 
by all law-makera and lobbyists to have 
been greater than that accomplished in 
any previous session daring twice that 
length of time. This is attributable to a 
desire on the part of the majorities to 
make amends for the valuable time 
which was frittered away in the early 
davs of the session. 
•After innumerable trades and changes 
all the committees have been duly 
organized to suit all parties, and they 
are now busily engaged in grinding out 
iheir daily grist of reports to the main 
bodies. Dozens of constitutional Amend­ 
ments, scores of concurrent resolutions 
and hundreds of bills, many cf them 
innocent looking enough on their 
face, but under close scrutiny yield­ 
ing evidences of special legislation and 
“cinchism” of the most appalling charac­ 
ter, each struggling through its special 
champion for prior consideration, com­ 
bine to create a chaotic jumble that is 
little less than mystifying. 
PRESIDENT WHITE’S POPULARITY. 
President Stephen M. White is the 
life as well as the strength of the Sen­ 
ate. Indeed, it would not be far from 
the truth to say that he is also the 
strongest man the Democrats have in 
the Assembly, for “ the fine Italian 
hand” of the Los Angeles Senator is seen 
in the most important operations of the 
lower House. An interesting instance of 
this was seen only this morning. Cer­ 
tain vague rumors reached the Senator 
last night to the effect that his Los An­ 
geles Charter bill had been placed in a 
perilous position in the Assembly through 
i he schemes and ruamr-uvers of the eack- 
handlers and lobbyists. 
Early this 
morning he proceeded to tbe Aesembly 
Chamber where he instituted an investi­ 
gation, the result of which, in a 
degree, confirmed the reports. A less 
intrepid worker than White would here 
have 'abandoned tho field ; indeed, if I 
am correctly informed, a number of the 
leading friends of tbe charter in the As­ 
sembly had abandoned it. Not so, how­ 
ever, with Stephen M. As the reported 
recalcitrants presented themselves he 
circulated amoDg them, and in less than 
half an hour had lashed every mother’s 
son of them into line. The stampede 
thus created among the opponents of the 
bill had the very desirable effect of send­ 
ing the charter through the House by a 
unanimous vote, which action was an­ 
nounced by a messenger to the Senate at 
noon to-day, and wired to the H kralb 
five minutes later. 
8enator White has grown so rapidly in 
favor with all cliques and classes here 
that even the Buckley contingent, which 
have all along been known to be await­ 
ing 
a 
favorable 
opportunity 
to 
knife him on account of the various 
and sundry “ trouncings” he has 
admin s ered to them, collectively and 
individually, since the session opened, 
have fallen into line—forced, perhaps 
much against their will, to recognize su­ 
periority, even in an enemy. 
White is a tactician ; he is a parliamen­ 
tarian ; he is a lawyer; he is an orator. 
Added to all these and many more qual­ 
ifications which combine to make him a 
great power in politics, he is a “mixer.” 
I mean by this that he “ circulates.” He 
kuows everybody and everybody’s busi­ 
ness. In one and the same hour he hob­ 
nobs among the highest in power and 
communes with the vulgar herd. Fur­ 
ther than this, he is posted on every­ 
body’s nearest and dearest interests, 
from the boy pages in the Senate to Sec­ 
retary Boruck in the Executive office, 
and shows the closest acquaintanceship 
with dark and vain political tricks and 
combines, to the terror and mystifica­ 
tion of schemers and jobbers generally. 
Thus the solon from the southern citrus 
belt “ mixes” and “circulates,” and getB 
there on every proposition. 
SENATE CONFIRMA1ION8, 
The time for the confirmation by the 
Senate of the appointments made by 
Governors Bartlett and Waterman has 
been postponed until the 31st. It is 
barely possible that, through courtesy, 
those of ex-Governor Bartlett will be 
taken up and acted upon an earlier day, 
a majority of the Senate, independent of 
politics, being in favor of such action. 
Within the past few days a strong op- 
? 
osition to tbe confirmation of Colonel 
I. II. Boyce’s appointment has shown 
itself. 1 judge, from interviews with 
several of Colonel Boyce’s strongest 
enemies, that the fight against him is to 
be conducted quietly until within a day 
or two of the day when the matter wiil 
come up for consideration in the Senate. 
A prominent Los Angeles Democrat said 
to me the other night, in reply to a ques­ 
tion as tothe nature of his business in 
Sacramento: “ I’m here to down Boyce, 
and, don’t you forget it, I’ll down him. 1 
say this to you confidentially, and do not 
want my name mentioned at this time, 
fn due season I will show my hand in 
rhe matter, and will be prepared to ad­ 
vance reasons why this appointment 
should not be confirmed.” An influen­ 


tial Senator said to me regarding Col. 
Boyce’s appointment to-day: “I don’t 
want to be quoted as saying so, bat I do 
not tbiok Boyce can be confirmed.” 
Of course no attention whatever would 
have been given to these expressions, 
bad they not come from men of the high­ 
est influence. When they are consid­ 
ered in connection with a discovery I 
made on Monday, it looks as though the 
opposition to Col. Boyce will be a strong 
one. Ou the day mentioned a personal 
friend of the Times manager telegraphed 
him the information that the fight against 
him was on, and suggested that he, 
Boyce, come at once to Sacramento and 
defend his interests. 
THE LIBRARY TRUHTEE8. 
The Senate and Assembly met in joint 
convention in the Assembly Chamber 
this afternoon and elected R. D. Stevens, 
of Sacramento; N. S. Green, of Colusa; 
A. T. McEwen, of Solano; Fleet F. 
Strother, of San Francieco, and E. O. 
Miller, of Tulare, to be Trustees of the 
State Library for four years after the ex­ 
piration of the terms of the present in­ 
cumbents, on February 29, 1890. 
The Republicans sought in vain to clog 
the wheels of the proceedings, claiming 
that the statute under which they were 
taken is unconstitutional. In order to 
be consistent with this claim, they de­ 
clined to a man to vote on the nominees. 
Outside of the gentlemen named above, 
no candidates were placed in nomination 
save one Charles F. Murchison, of 
Pomona, whose name was presented by 
his friend an'd co-tactician, John It. 
Brierly, of Lob Angeles. 
E. A. P. 
THE LANNAGAN CASE, m 2 
To be (¿Iren to tbe Jury for Decis­ 
ion To-day. 
The case of William Lannagan, charged 
with tbe murder of William Stack at San 
Fernando on election day, was still on 
trial yesterday. Dr. Turner testified that 
Stack identified defendant as the one who 
had beaten him, and the defendant said 
he had hit him because he called him 
names, and no one could do that and 
live.The constable, who arrested the de­ 
fendant, testified that Lannagan was 
drunk at the time. When taken before 
a Justice of the Peace, Lannagan said he 
wanted to go back and finish the job. 
This closed the case for the prosecu­ 
tion, and the defense introduced Henry 
Gunn, of San Fernando, who testi­ 
fied that Stack said a barrel of cement 
fell upon him and hurt him. 
Mrs. Glenn, the keeper of the board­ 
ing-house where Stack lived, said that 
Stack had been hurt on the 5th of Nov­ 
ember by a barrel of cement. She had 
heard no noise in the room of deceased 
on the night when it was said Lannagan 
beat him. 
Medical testimony was introduced to 
show that Stacks’ wounds were older 
than was supposed by the prosecution. 
The case was continued until to-day 
for argument. 
FOR ALLEGED ARSON. 
Levine’s Dond fixed, at 82*500. 
Otber Matters. 
Robert Levine, of the Bank Exchange 
Saloon, who wa9 arrested early yesterday 
morning on a charge of arson, was ar­ 
raigned during the afternoon before 
Judge Austin and his preliminary exam­ 
ination set for the 28th inst. at 2 :30 p . 
m.. with bail set at $2,509. Detective 
McCarthy yesterday unearthed more evi­ 
dence which would make it appear con­ 
clusive that the fire was incendiary, for 
underneath a desk near the bar 
he 
discovered 
a 
pile 
of 
cloth 
half burned oat, which had been 
saturated with kerosene and placed there 
for kindling purposes. Under the bar 
was also the remnants of a mass of hay 
which had been fired, but was extin­ 
guished on the arrival of the firemen. 
Chief Moriarty wishes to deny the state­ 
ment in an evening contemporary, in 
which it is attributed that he said that he 
kuew of Levine’s being connected with a 
similar affair in Portland, Ore. The sa­ 
loon is in charge of tbe police, so that 
every available piece of evidence may be 
secured. 
An Arson Case. 
Abraham Aaron, the proprietor of the 
clothing store at the corner of New Main 
and Upper Main, which caught fire some 
few nights ago from some prepared kin­ 
dlings, came up for examination yester­ 
day before Justice Austin. The name of 
Henry Davenport was included in the in­ 
formation with tha* of Aaron, but at the 
beginning of the case, on motion of the 
District Attorney, it was dropped out, 
and the clerk allowed to go free. 
The charge of arson against Aaron was 
then investigated. 
The defense was 
based on the testimony of some plumber 
who had done work on the premises 
several months before and had left some 
kindlings underneath the floor. The tes­ 
timony was taken, and argument will be 
heard next Monday.

On five acres of fine alfalfa land an in* 
dustrious and skillful m an can keep a 
dairy of ten cows. The experienced 
batter maker knows what annual income 
there is in the product of that many 
anim als where batter is worth from 
twenty-five to fifty cents a pound 
The 
H e r a l d has frequently published 
qrquestioned statem ents to the effect 
th at the crops of orange groves in this 
section sell for from $500 to $1,000 per 
acre. The crops from English walnut 
trees are known to be worth $500 an 
acre, one year with another.

m an will secure five acres of good land 
in Los Augeles while it is within hie 
reach. It will be dear after a few years.

T h e H o r t R B f e T * x . 
The H e r a l d to-day publishes a memo­ 
rial sent b y the Cham ber of Commerce 
to the Legislature urging the abolition of 
the mortgage tax in force in thiB State. 
As th e H e r a l d began the agitation of 
this legal reform, it may be pardoned for 
looking with some complacency on the 
rapid progress the movement is making. 
The memorial in question gives excellent 
reasons for the abolishing of this inju­ 
rious feature in the Constitution of the 
State. 
W hen 
that 
instrum ent was 
framed and put before the people for 
their approval, it waB argued by its advo­ 
cates that this mortgage tax would work 
to th e advantage of the poor m an who 
found him self under the necessity of bor­ 
rowing 
the 
money 
of 
his 
rich 
neighbor. 
It 
is 
difficult 
to 
get 
a 
“ cinch ” 
on 
capital. 
The 
man w ith ca9h in bank can get what he 
wants whenever be wants it. 
The poor 
man with em pty pockets and a great 
pressure to procure money on him can­ 
not bide his time as the capitalist can. 
In such a case the borrower m ust cometo 
the lender’s terms, and no hum an law 
can get around this circumstance or do 
away with this law inherent in the prin­ 
ciples by which business is done. The 
man with 
money, therefore, merely 
added the mortgage tax to the interest 
rate—pins about 1 per cent, to cover 
incidental contingencies, such as the 
whimsical views of assessors, the trouble 
of paying the tax, and other like m at­ 
ters. 
The 
borrower 
had 
to come 
to the 
lender’s 
terms, 
and 
what 
was 
m eant 
for 
the 
poor 
m an’s 
benefit turned out to be the rich m an’s 
prim e opportunity. 
In the case of foreign capital the 
trouble of paying the mortgage tax was 
very great. So uncertain were capitalists 
at a distance as to the working cf our 
laws on this head, and so much labor 
and care were required to get the taxes 
paid that it has been almost impossible 
to induce them to lend their money on 
our property. 
The result of all this has 
been to make money scarce, and being 
scarce, 
of 
course, it is dear. Here 
again the local capitalists had the bor­ 
rower at a disadvantage. 
Had the 
poor 
m an 
been able to 
pit rich 
men 
in 
competition 
one 
against 
another, he 
might 
have won the 
victory, as Jason did when he set the 
warriors sprung lrom the dragon’s teeth 
to butchering each other. 
Then in the case of capital brought 
to one county from another, there has 
been, as the memorial says,great injustice 
arising from this mortgage tax. As the 
country is usually the borrower and the 
large cities the lenders, all the rural 
districts have been paying tribute in this 
as in other things to the metropolis. In 
this county there are millions of money 
borrowed from great corporations in San 
Francisco. 
This money is assseased 
here and not there. W hen we com eto 
pay our taxes 
to 
the 
State, 
we 
are obliged to pay on this capital from 
the Bay City, and that county escapes 
her share of the State burdens to just 
that extent. 
The memorial closes with the radical 
reason which underlies all others, and 
out of which all others spring in this 
m atter. That reason is the philosophi­ 
cal, the economical principle that all 
unnecessary legislation is vicious. The 
less law we are compelled to live under 
the better we are off. 
The lending and 
borrowing of money should not be put 
under any restraints that are not abso­ 
lutely necessary. 
The money m ar­ 
ket 
ought 
to 
be 
left 
as 
un­ 
trammeled 
as 
the 
wheat 
market. 
The legislation which attem pts to fix the 
price of money is as vicious as that 
which should try to fix the price of 
wheat. The proper province of law in 
both spheres of business is to aim afr 
makiDg the m arket? as free as they can 
be. The lawe should be invoked only to 
remove obstructions of an artificial sort 
from the channels of trade in order that 
the current may flow freely. The law 
would be quite as wise which should say 
to the wheat seller, you shall not be 
obliged 
to 
pay 
for 
transportation 
on 
your 
wheat 
to 
tide-w ater, 
the buyer shall come to your door and 
buy your wheat there, as is the law 
which says to the farmer, you shall not 
pay the tax on the money you borrow ; 
the lender must do that. If the legis­ 
lators would only grasp theBe funda­ 
mental principles of economy; if they 
would learn that the less a people is 
governed, the better it is governed; that 
the less the laws interfere with business 
the better business is, they would have 
grasped one of the most essential ideas 
of the scope of governmental powers. 
The mortgage tax is one of those un­ 
necessary laws which is a drag on the 
wheels of enterprise. L et the unphilo- 
sophic law go.

The H e r a l d ’s plan of allowing people 
to pay their taxes in installm ents is gain­ 
ing ground on all hands. There is op­ 
position to it in some quarters, but it is 
an inconsiderate opposition. 
Some op­ 
pose it because they do not want the 
trouble of paying taxes twice a year. 
Such opposition is inconsiderate, because 
it comes from the rich who can pay 
when they please, and because it forgets 
the necessities of the poor who find it 
hard to pay when they m ust. This 
opposition is doubly inconsiderate, for

templates forcing a m an to make two 
pilgrimages to the Tax-Collector’s office,

T hat is not a 
great hardship. 
But it will be indeed a great relief to 
many a poor farm er, whose tax on his 
little farm comes to $50 a year, to be able 
to pay $25 of the Bum in January and 
$25 ia Jane. There is many a poor man 
who supports his family by a daily wage 
earned by hard work, and not of ple­ 
thoric proportions. H e may be so for­ 
tunate 
as to own his 
little 
house,, 


on which 
the 
taxes 
for all 
pur­ 
poses may not exceed a dozen dol­ 
lars, but 
the 
paym ent 
of 
it all, 
city and county, comes at a tim e when 
the few presents of the holidays are to 
be provided. 
Now, too many of us 
know how hard it is for the wage-earner, 
the industrious mechanic or the frugal 
clerk to see the color of one big double 
eagle to the fore at one and the same 
moment. 
The plan to have taxes pay­ 
able in installm ents will enable such a 
Iierson to take the meagre savings of one 
m onth to provide little rem inders of the 
holidays to make many hearts glad, to 
rely upon w hat may be spared from 
another m onth 
to pay part of 
his 
county taxes, and he will have a breath­ 
ing spell before the other moiety of this 
burden is due. 
He will not quickly find 
fault with the plan which thus makes 
things easy for him . 
He will be more 
than willing to make the second trip in 
the year to the desk of the inexorable 
official whoso features are about as un­ 
pleasant to the poor m an as are those of 
grim death himself. 
There is a corollary of this proposition 
which 
is making as popular head­ 
way 
as the main theorem. 
That 
is 
to 
have 
the 
taxes 
collected 
at various points in the county. It will 
ro t be necessary to greatly increase the 
Tax Collector’s forces. Sufficient relief 
will be found in this plan if there are a 
couple of efficient and trusty deputies 
who will, for a m onth or so, make pil­ 
grimages through the county for the pur­ 
pose of collecting taxes. 
Let him visit 
Santa Ana for a couple of days and then 
move up to Anaheim. 
His next stop 
may be at Downey City and then at 
Santa Fe Springs. 
If 
his 
coming 
is 
well 
advertised 
the 
taxpayers 
of any district may well be prepared and 
see that they benefit by his convenient 
presence. There will be dilatory people, 
of course, who will never benefit by any­ 
thing. Let them reap their own reward 
and make a journey to the central office 
at Los Angeles at a later day and at much 
expense. 
This is a simple plan which 
is entirely feasible. 
There is but one more thing to add to 
this to make the measure of relief quite 
full. Let the City Council supplem ent 
the action of the Legislature and make 
the municipal taxes payable in two 
installm ents. 
H ere 
is 
a 
chance 
for some member of this body to dis­ 
tinguish himself at once. 
He can do it 
by introducing a resolution providing for 
the paym ent of city taxes hereafter in 
October and April. 
These dates lie 
midway between January and June, 
and thus no two tax paym ents would 
fall together. Let the ordinance contain 
a provision which will allow those who 
desire to pay all down at once, as the 
proposed State law is to do. 
The put­ 
ting of these measures through will be 
of no small benefit to the people. 


I d e a l has been the weather of this 
winter from an agricultural poiut of 
view. 
The current days are the most 
ideal of them all. These cool nights and 
moderate days are just the thing for the 
grain and grass crops and for the fruit 
trees. 
Forcing weather at this early 
period, with so much moisture in the 
gronnd, would have been very injurious.

rains during the next two m onths the 
farm er's face will be made radiant with 
smiles when the harvest days arrive.

A HOTEL BURNED. 


T h e L a C l e d e G o e s U p I n

Last night at 2 o’clock the fire-bell 
rang out on the quiet air in right alarm 
ing style.

A reporter succeeded this afternoon in 
interviewing Mr. Moore, the defaulting 
financial agent of the Connecticut M utual 
Life Insurance Company. 
He said the 
depositors in his bank would not suffer. 
He stated th at he had turned over to th e 
Connecticut Mutual property worth $200,­ 
000. W hen asked if he knew what 
course the officers of the Insurance Com­ 
pany would pursue, he said : 
“ I have 
no idea of their plans. 
I am simply 
waiting for developments and am en ­ 
tirely in their hands. I want it under­ 
stood that I have rem ained here to face 
the consequences of my acts of my own 
accord. 
I liad plenty of time to leave 
the country and save myself completely. 
I decided to stay right here.” 
Moore stated that his troubles dated 
back to 1880. 
“ In 1879,” said he, “ a law was passed 
prohibiting foreign 
corporations from 
bringing Buit in a Federal court. That 
destroyed my business. 
For two or three 
years 1 did nothing at all and became 
very despondent. Just before that, a 
short tim e, I had gone into bankruptcy, 
and an intim ate friend who had endorsed 
my paper was a heavy loser. I always 
considered that I was in honor bouud to 
repay him , and it was in the attem pt to

this th at 
my 
present troubles 
really 
began. 
I 
had 
loaned 
great 
sums 
of 
money 
for 
the 
company I represented, taking real 
estate as security. 
After the panic 
borrowers were unable to pay oil' mort­ 
gages, and the property fell back into 
our hands. 
It had depreciated greatly 
iu value, and was naturally run down 
and in very bad repair. 
I p s w the com­ 
pany losing thousands of dollars on in­ 
vestm ents th at had been made on my 
judgm ent. 
All these things were piled 
upou me, and as time passed on, grew 
inore and more burdensome. 
I was 
beset 
on 
every 
side, 
and 
felt 
bound 
to 
do 
something to relieve 
myself, and 
yet there was nothing 
I could do. At this point I went to New 
York and began to speculate in stocks. 
I liad fair success, too, and made some 
money, but whenever I came back here 
I lost my head and so everything went 
wrong. 
He declined to say how m uch he had 
lost in stock speculation. I t is obvious 
his irregularities with the company have 
existed for years, yet nothing had been 
done on the part of the company until 
the first of January of this year.

W a sh in g t o n , January 25.—Dispatches 
were received at the State Department 
to-day from the United States Consul- 
General at Panam a, dated the 15th inet. 
H e eays on the 15th inst. the canal con­ 
tractor at Culebra reduced the laborers’ 
wages to $1.20 in debased coin (about 80 
cents American gold), whereupon the 
men, mostly negroes, refused to work, 
and told the police that they would rob 
for a living.

Second. It operates to prevent foreign 
capital from being loaned upon mort­ 
gagee in this State, because of the in­ 
convenience and trouble attending the 
paym ent of taxes at a distance, and 
especially 
because 
of

want ^ of 
knowledge of our system of taxation, 
tim es of payment, penalties, adm inistra­ 
tion of municipal and country govern­ 
m ents and limitations upon rates oí tax­ 
ation. 
Third. For the same and 
similar 
reatons it tends to prevent capitalists in 
the money centers of our own State from 
lending upon mortgage in other portions 
of the State, and especially in the newer, 
m ore remote and more needy portions. 
Fourth. It dim inishes by the amouut 
of money loaned upon mortgage the tax­ 
able property of the State, inasmuch as 
the money so loaned is subject ODly to 
the mortgage tax, while the am ount of 
the mortgage is deducted from the as­ 
sessed value of the real estate, thus 
necessarily increasing the rate of taxa­ 
tion and the rate of interest paid by the 
borrower. 
Fifth. This provision of our present 
Constitution operates unequally as be­ 
tween different localities in the State; 
inasm uch as the taxable property in the 
city or county of the lender íb reduced 
by the amount of the mortgage, while 
the taxable property of a different county 
or city where the mortgaged property is 
situated is not increased, yet the reduc­ 
tion of taxable property in one locality 
increases the rate of taxation for State 
purposes in every locality. 
Sixth. 
We 
believe 
that 
all 
re­ 
strictions 
upon 
the 
lending 
and 
use 
of 
money, 
which 
are 
not 
shown 
to 
be 
actually 
beneficial, 
are unwise and should be rem oved; and 
wo confidently assert that no beneficial 
results can be shown to have followed 
the adoption of this provision of our Con­ 
stitution, while experience proves that it 
is detrimental to the interests and pro­ 
gress of our State, and burdensome to 
those who are obliged to borrow money 
upon mortgages. 
To the Legislature of the State of Cali­ 
fornia: The Los Angeles Chamber of 
Commerce respectfully petitions your 
honorable body to am end lhe statutes of 
this State in regard to the payment of 
taxes so as to perm it the taxpayer, at his 
option, to pay one-half cf bis taxes at the 
tim e taxes are now required by law to be 
paid, and requiring the rem ainder to bo 
paid on or before June 25th next ensuing. 
We urge the following reasons for the 
proposed change: 
First. 
Our present system withdraws 
from the people at one time and in one 
paym ent all the taxes required for the 
support of the State and county govern­ 
ment for a whole year in advance, thus 
withdrawing from circulation and from 
use by the people, unnecessarily, large 
am ounts of money, causing serious de­ 
pressions and disturbances in business. 
Second. Under the proposed system 
the taxes paid in December would, to a 
large extent, get into circulation in the 
ordinary course of business before the 
second installment would become pay­ 
able, thus enabling the tax-payer to use 
the same money for the paym ent of the 
rem aining portion of his taxes. 
Third. The system of 
semi-annual 
taxation has been tried in other States, 
notably in the State of Ohio, for many 
years, and lias proved to be highly 
beneficial and 
satisfactory in every 
resoect. 
Fourth. It it be said that under the 
present custom of depositing the public 
moneys in banks, that the money so paid 
finds its way back into circulation, we 
reply, that this custom is in violation of 
law, and even if it were not, that the 
tax-payer, if required to borrow from the 
bank, is compelled to pay interest upon 
his own money for the benefit of the 
bank.

The Los Angeles Chamber of Com­ 
m erce respectfully, but most earnes ly , 
petition the Legislature now in session to 
prepare for adoption an amendment to 
th e Constitution of this State, abolishing 
th a t provision requiring mortgagees to 
pay the tax on mortgages, and deduct­ 
ing from the appraised value of the real 
estate the value of the mortgage—for the 
following, among other reasons: 
F irst. It is oppressive upon the m ort­ 
gagor in th at it does not relieve him of 
any burden, but, on the contrary, in­ 
creases it by increasing the rate of inter­ 
est beyond the am ount of taxes from 
which he is relieved, inasm uch aa the 
lender stipulates for a rate of interest in 
excess of th e current rate of taxation to 
-cover a poseible increase of taxes, and to

By the Fire Commissioners, Chief E n­ 
gineer and Firemen. 
By the Board of H ealth, Health Officer 
and assistants. 
By the Directors of the Public Library, 
Librarian and assistants. 
By the Police Judges, Police Clerks. 
By the Board of Education, School 
Superintendent, Clerk, teachers 
and

The only appointments which have to 
be confirmed by the Council are those 
made by the Mayor.
